Hotels and Rooming Houses
Unable to Serve Commis-
sions and Employees.

ALL FILLED BY TOURISTS

Brussels, The Hague and Even
Vienna Are Talked Of for
Headquarters.

Geneva is dally proving unsuitable as
the home of the League of Natlons, one
of the secretariat officials told THE NEW
Yorx HerALy correspondent here to-day.

“It 18 only & question of time until
we will be compelled to dispose of our
holdings there and seek more conven-
fent quarters in Brussels, The Hague or
ever In Vienna,"” he sald.

Doubt was expressed regarding the
sultability of Geneva as the headquar-
ters of the league during the assembly
meating last November when the hotels
and private boarding houses of the
Swiss resort could not furnlsh enough
rooms to meet the needs of the varlous
o {sslons attendant on the meeting.
At the same time officlals of the league
reallze how busy Geneva ls with trav-
ellers during the tourlst season.

When representatives of some of the
smaller nations approached Geneva hotel
managers last week to reserve apart-
ments for the meeting of the assembly
next September the hotel managers
frankly told them they could not promise
anything, as September and October
wore the most profitable months for the
Geneva hotels.  Mareover, they were in-
formed that league visitors In Geneva
would have to take thelr chances with
other guests on whatever accommoda-
tions were avallable,

This brought a protest from the secre-
tariat and the hotel managers were
asked to put thelr refusal in writing, the
purpose belng to use these letters us evi-
dence that Geneva no longer sought to
sntertain the league. As & temporary
measure, however, the hotels there finally
agreed to keep “a lew rooms on the up-
per floors” ready for league workers, put
it s regarded as certaln that these will
not be sufficient, as the councll Is busy
creating new commissions at the rate of
threg or four a day, each of which will
require stenographers, clerks and mes-
HENEars.

The league council was said to be con-
sidering the tr far of the head rters
organisution to The Hague as soon as
the Intentions of the mew Washington
administration are known, Meanwhile
ofMclals of the leaguo refuse to comment
officinlly on the situation in Geneva.

MAY BE GAMBLING DEN

Vienna, Feb, 26.—Now that the Em-
peror and other nobles of high rank are
out of employment In Austria the pres-
ent Government (s wondering to what
good usc it can turn the historic Palace
of Schonbrunn, summer residence of the

Hapsburgs. A foreign syndicate s sald
to have made an offer for It with the
intention of turning It Into a gambling
place. The Vienna Tapeblalt says, how-
sver, that Schonbrunn 1s to be taken
over hy the State, which proposes to use
the park in place of the Botanical Gar-
dens near the Belvedere Palace.

Bchonbrunn, which derives Its name
from a spring on the place—der aschane
Brunnen—was originally a royal hunt-
ing preserve. Emperor Maximillan 11
pullt a small hunting lodge on it In 1570,
This was destroyed by the Hungarlans
in 1805, Fourteen yeurs later Emperor
Matthiss bullt a larger structure there,
which waa destroyed by the Turks In
1688,

There was no attempt at rebullding
untll 1696, when Leopold I. began the
bullding of a palace, which was finished
in 1700, It was not much used, how-
ever, until it became the favorite resl-
dence of Maria Theresa, who In 1744
had it enlarged. Later her son, Josepn
11., also Improved the place. The palace
has about 1,600 rooms, pf which 139 are
kitchens. The gardens cover 700 acres.

Although the Duteh Government denled
recently that It had asked the Kalser's
helr to do his intrigulng elsewhere, it is
known that certain officials at The
siague gonsider the Crown Prince far
too talkftive, They fear that his con-
gtant wanderings about Holland, even
under surveillance of the Duteh secret
police. will some day cause the Gov-
ernment annoyance which would be !
caslly avalded If the Crown Prince were
1o g subatantial hint to the effect
that he had worn out his welcome as a
political exile.

One df the Dutch Under Secrataries of
State Is reported to have visited the
Crown Prince at Wierlngen recently to
arrange the details of the transfer to
“some unnamed destination.’

Although the French Forelgn Office
hLas not yet been asked to express its
views on &ny vement of the royal
exiles to ancther place of asylum, It ls
evident that Dutch officinls are not as
satisfled with thelr royal visitors as
they might be.

In Parllament this week Foreign Min-
{ster Van Karnebeek was questioned
concerning the present status of the
former Kulser and his eldest son. The
Forelgn Minister replled that J. B. Kan,
socretary general of Dutch governmental
affalrs, had been instructed to carry out
the regulations now dn force or any
which might be taken to restrict the ac-
tlons and liberties of the Hohenzollerns
Because of the positions they held, the
Forelgn Minister said, both the former
Kalser and his son must be considered
as forelgners, and they must, therefore,
be satlsfied with the restrictions placed
upon them.

More than 3,000 American soldlers on
the Rhine have married German girls,
but the dally marringes have censed
since the possibility loomed large that
the American Army of Occupation -vould

soon after March 4, according to the re-
port of the Coblenz correspondent of the
Intransigeont, after a special Inveatiga-
tlon of what changes the American oe-
cupation had wrought in the Rhlne city.

“These marriages,'” the correspondent
writes, “wera among young women of
the commoner German familles, the
bourgrolsie always remalning very dis-
tant from the Amerlcan officers,
even from the diplomatists of the Inter-
Allled Commisslon.'™

The correspondent commends the die-
cipline which Major-Gen, Henry T, Allen,
rammatding the Amerlean forces. has
maintained in the Coblenz area, declar-
Ing he has created greatest respect In
the German mind oy his distinetly Amer-
lcan methods, For Instance, when Co-
b enz waus thronged into the streets one
Hunday Inst month and the Germmae
there were trying to provoke a demon-
stration agalnst further French occu-
putlon of German territory, 500 khaki
clad troops suddenly marched out of
their barracks, manmuvred and were
Irawn up In the streets without n singla
order and then returned to their bar-
racks, leaving the crowd completely as-
lenished and cowed. Severul days
‘ater the Germans were astonlshed by a
great military show, In which a sham
battle was staged in a ravine, real shells
